The value of construc- 
tion work which has been at a 
standstill since the strike began 
May 18 has been set by some 
sources at $75,000,000. 

Gibbons also disclosed he had 
written to the Mayor renewing 
the union’s offer to help re- 
open three concrete plants to 
provide materials for schools, 
hospitals and vital military proj- 
ects.

‘Welcomes’ Chance to 
Get Lawyer Under 
Oath—Defends Right 


to Question Witnesses. 


Attorney General John M. Dal- 
ton, commenting on a grievance 
filed with the Missouri Bar about 
activities of his assistants inves- 
tigating lax law enforcement in 
St. Louis county, said today he 
hoped the grievance would be 
given a complete airing. 

The complaint was made by 
Charles M. Shaw, Clayton attor- 
ney with a large practice in 
criminal law, who objected to 
questioning of one of his clients 
by Dalton’s investigators. 

“I welcome the inquiry,” Dal- 
ton said, “and especially the op- 
portunity to get Mr. Shaw on 
the stand under oath.” 

He pointed out that the Mis- 
souri Bar has the power to ques- 
tion witnesses under oath in any 
inquiry into activities of a mem- 
ber of the legal profession. He 
indicated his investigations of 
conditions in St. Louis county 
might be furthered by question- 
ing of Shaw. 

‘Will Not Be Intimidated.’ 

Again referring to Shaw’s 
grievance, the Attorney General 
said: “We will not be intimi- 
dated by anyone in our investi- 
gation in St. Louis county. This 
is an example of the continued 
hostility and interference we 
are encountering on the part of 
some people of the county.” 

Previously Dalton had dis- 
closed his investigators were 
being “shadowed” and that he 
suspected his staff's telephone 
wires at Hotel Chase were 
tapped.

When the peak is reaghed, 
about five cents out of every 
dollar spent on new construction 
in the United States will go 
into the commission's expand- 
ing plant and equipment pro- 
gram, the AEC said. 

The commission's fourteenth 
semi-annual report said the 
rate of spending for this pur- 
pose during the first half of 

averaged $92,000,000 a 


month, or about 3 per cent of 
the total expenditures for new) 
construction in the nation. 
4-Billion-Dollar Investment. 
“As of Jan. 1, 
tion’s capital investment

A court ruling on the legal-/| 
ity of Gov. Phil M. Do 
veto of a $9,250,000 “bonus” ap- | 
propriation for state school dis- | | 
tricts will be sought by the St. | 
Louis Board of Education, mem- 
bers of the board decided at a 
special meeting yesterday. 


The court test will be confined | 
solely to an interpretation of the | 


Governor's authority to reduce 
school appropriations and will 
avoid any discussion of the wis- 
dom of Donnelly’s action, H. M. | 
Stolar, chairman of the board’s | 
‘finance committee, said. 

Judicial review of the prece- 
dent-breaking veto is expected 
to be based on a provision in the 
Missouri Constitution that “the 
Governor shall not reduce any 
appropriation for free public | 
schools.” 

Legal Questions. 

In vetoing the supplemental | 
appropriation, Donnelly held 
that while he could not “reduce” 
the school fund item, he was 
not barred by the constitution | 
from vetoing it. His wording has | 
raised thorny legal questions, 
and the veto has been protested 
by a number of school districts | 
and organizations. 

The veto will mean a loss of | 
$490,000 a year in revenue for | 
the St. Louis school system, | 
Mervyn E. Wiethaupt, secretary- | 
treasurer of the School Board, 
has estimated. 

However, Wiethaupt believes 
there is no “immediate danger” 
of retrenchments in current ex- 
penditures, since the school sys- 
tem’s budget for the 1953-54 
fiscal year anticipates a net 
surplus. 

Amount of this surplus, es- 
timated at about $1,296,400 for 
the year, will be reduced by7 
$490,000 and next year’s esti- 
mates of income from the state 
must be similarly lowered, Wiet- | 
haupt has said. Since state 
school appropriations are on a 
two-year basis, the St. Louis 
board has tried to project its 
budget for the same period. | 

Stolar, who offered the motion | 
to seek a court test, said judicial 
determination of the Governor’s 
authority will be needed by the 
board in the future as a guide 
in the budgeting of income from 
the state. 

“When this year’s budget was 
being. prepared, an important | 
element in our computation of 
income was the estimate of 
money to be received from the 
state,” he told the board. “Since 
there had been no veto of a sim- 


——— 


ilar nature by any previous Gov- 
ernor, we took the supplemen- 
tary funds into account.” 


Every Two Years. 


Stolar, who said the board 
“needs to know where it stands,” 
added: “We may face the same 
problem every two years, be- 
cause these appropriation bills | 
often reach the Governor after | 
we adopt our budget in July.” | 


Supporting Stolar’s view, Os- | 
car A. Ehrhardt, president of the 
board, said: “If we are going to 
be subject to cancellation of 
state funds, we will be hard 
pressed to anticipate revenue in 
formulating our budgets.” 

Ehrhardt told the board the 
decision to seek a court ruling 
“should not be entered into in a 
spirit of trying to get something 
for nothing. We are merely try- 
ing to find out if the Governor’s 
veto is in conformity with the 
constitution.” 

A number of school districts 
and the Missouri State Teachers’ 
Association already have an- 
nounced plans to seek judicial 
review of the veto, but Stolar’s 
motion, approved unanimously, 
emphasized that the St. Louis 
board will present its case sep- 
arately. 

Donnelly’s veto will have no 
effect on regular state appro- 
priations for school districts. 
The Legislature traditionally al- 
lots one-third of state revenue, 
from the general revenue fund, 
for support of schools. The 
vetoed supplementary appropria- 
tion was to have come from the 
postwar reserve fund.

De- | 
cision was withheld pending no- 
tification of those involved. 

* The committee approved let- 
ters to be sent to State Repre- 
sentatives Francis M. O’Brien 
and Jennie Walsh of St. Louis 
which said if the committee’s in- 
vitation to testify on various 
funds to which employes have 
contributed “has caused you any 
embarrassment, it is regretted 
by the committee, because such 
was certainly not the intention.”

McCarthy Devotees Inhabit 


Many Letters Are Violent, Obscene, Call 
Oklahoman ‘Cur,’ ‘Bum,’ ‘Stupid,’ for 


Opposing Colleague — but Those Back- 
ing Him Lead 3 to 1.

HE strange world inhabited 


T in the flood of “pan” mail 
Monroney (Dem.), Oklahoma. 


Two weeks ago Monroney, 
alarmed at reports of declining 
United States prestige abroad, 
took out after McCarthy and his 
investigators, the called them 
Keystone cops) Roy M. Cohn and 
G. David Schine. Cohn and 
Schine, each 25 years old, made 
a whirlwind trip through Europe 
investigating American informa- 
tion programs. 

Monroney denounced the ac- 
tivities of Cohn and Schine and 
proposed that the Senate change 
its rules and assume more con- 
trol over its standing committees 
and their staffs. His discussion 
of the issues raised by Mc- 
Carthy’s methods was restrained 
and orderly. 


100 Communications Daily. 


Since then he has been re- 
ceiving letters and telegrams at 
a rate of about 100 a day, the 
largest amount of mail he has 
received on a single matter in 
14 years in the House and Sen- 
ate. He has divided it into what 
he calls “fan” and “pan” mail, 
and has been pleasantly sur- 
prised to find that the letters 
supporting him outnumber those 
opposing him by nearly three to 
one. 

These things have impressed 
Monroney about the messages: 

1. It seems that either you 
“worship Senator McCarthy- or 
you are a dangerous, subversive, 
traitorous Communist.” There 
appears to be no middle ground. 


2. There is no duplication in 
the mail, no suggestion of an | 
organized campaign. 

3. The letters opposing Mon- 
roney have been in the majority 
of cases intemperate; many are 
obscene and unsigned. The sup- 
porting letters in most instances 
are reasonable, signed and ap- 
parently written by thoughtful 
persons. Partisan politics seems 
to play little part in the reac- 
tions expressed. 

“Many Psychopathic.” 

Reading the pro and con mail, 
Monroney said to the Post-Dis- 
patch, “gives you the impression 
of walking across Norman, Okla., 
from Oklahoma University to 
the state insane asylum. My 
guess is that the writers of many 
of the letters vilifying me are 
psychopathic.” 

The Post-Dispatch checked 
about 500 of the letters and 
found the summation apparent- 
ly sound. The messages came 
from 41 states and the District 
of Columbia. Monroney placed 
a few of the critical letters in 
the Congressional Record be- 
cause, as he said, “it is impor- 
tant to understand the person- 
alities behind this movement.” 

The notable thing about the 
“nan” mail is the unreasoned 
violence, intolerance and, to say 
the least, absence of taste shown 
by many correspondents. None 
displayed a sense of humor and 
only a few evidenced any com- 
prehension of the real Commu- 
nist issue. 

A Philadelphia woman, who 
signed her name, wrote a sen- 
sible analysis of what McCarthy 
has done and concluded Mc- 
Carthy’s merits outweighed his 
faults. 

“Help Him, Won’t You?” 

“When next you see Senator 
McCarthy,” she wrote, “sort of 
whisper to him to take it a little 
easy but not to let our enemies 
in Government have a minute’s 
rest. You help him, won’t you?” 

But that was exceptional. 
More typical was the remark 
from another Philadelphian, re- 
ferring to Monroney: 

“In the, days of the Old Testa- 
ment it was a miracle if an ass 
spoke. How times have changed!” 

A noticeable proportion of the 
critics inclosed marked clippings 
of articles written by columnists 
Fulton Lewis Jr., David Law- 
rence and Westbrook Pegler, 
and editorials from the Chicago 
Tribune. Many apparently iden- 
tify McCarthyism with patriot- 


ism. 

A letter from Somerset, Ky., 
said: 

“I have been following with 
interest your attacks on the 
great American patriot, the hon- 
orable Senator Joseph R: Mc- 
Carthy. You, the unimportant 
little Senator from Oklahoma, 
have the nerve to attack such an 
anti-Communist as he. 

“His name will go down in his- 
tory as a truly great patriot.” 

“Endears Him to People.” 

An Ohio woman said “the fact 
that Senator McCarthy is waging 
such a great battle for the Amer- 
ican way of life is what endears 
him to the American people.” 

A Chicago writer said simply: 
“You're no rose in _ Illinois, 
either.” Another addressed a 
postcard to “the donkey Senator 
from Oklahoma,” and _ stated: 
“You must be the prize ass from 
your state. Hiss fooled a lot of 
the country boys, even the prize 
mule from Missouri.” 

One critic sent a gaudy greet- 
ing folder. It proclaimed “free 
chlorophyll” on the cover. In- 
side was depicted a character 
with a clothespin cldmped on a 
long nose and the legend, “Use’ 
it—you stink.” 

,Among other things, some of 
which cannot be printed, Mon- 
roney was called “deadly trai- 
tor,” “big ham,” “dear stupid,” 
“silly ass,” “disgusting personal- 
ity,” “oakie,” “screwball,” “cur,”

“I do not mean to imply,” he 
wrote, “that the Senator is not 
mentally capable. I do mean 
that the unconscious exerts 
much influence on our overt be- 
havior. 


“It is possible, I feel, that the 
Senator’s true motives lie in his 
unconscious and are therefore 
inaccessible even to himself.” 


A writer from Louisville had 
somewhat the same idea but did 
not phrase it quite so learned- 
ly.

Persuaded by Eisenhower.

Senator 
Johnson, who is up for re- 
election next year, had an im- 
portant schedule of political en- 
gagments at home over the week 
end. In his mind, when Sec- 
retary Dulles approached him, 
was the manner in which former 
Senator Tom Connally’s heavy 
international duties were used 
against him by his successor, 
Price Daniel. 


But the President was de- 
termined that both the acting 
majority leader, Senator William 
Knowland, and the minority 
leader, Senator Johnson, should 
be back of Secretary Dulles at 
the Korean conference tables. 
Senator Knowland, of course, 
has long taken a special interest 
in the Far East as has the other 
Republican member of the Ko- 
rean group, Senator H. Alexand- 
er Smith of New Jersey. 


The fourth member is Senator 
Richard Russell of Georgia, 
ranking Democrat of the Armed 
Services Committee. It is an 
open secret that protocol was 
stretched to include ‘Senator 
Russell, who is not a member of 
the Foreign Relations Committee 
but whose political sense is of a 
high order. There will be no 
question of technicalities on the 
ae side over Dick Rus- 
sell. 
Democrats Deny Commitment. 
Generally speaking, Demo- 
crats are gratified that they 
have been brought in on the 
take-off of so crucial a foreign- 
policy situation. They do not 
feel, however, that the presence 
of two Democrats in Korea next 
week constitutes a commitment 
of any kind. 


Secretary Dulles has not tried 
to hide the fact that President 
Rhee is a problem and is likely 
to remain so. He has confirmed 
that the United States has 
agreed to walk out of the politi- 
cal conference after 90 days if 
it proveg to be a sham but he 
said President Rhee’s definition 
of what constitutes a sham 
would not necessarily be ac- 
ceptable. American action, he 
stressed, would be based on 
American judgment.

Kashani said Mossadegh wants 
to dissolve the Majlis to stop the 
new bank supervisor elected by 
the Majlis from investigating 
the records of “the large amount 
of notes put into circulation.” 

The Premier suffered a politi- 
cal setback last month when the 
Majlis brushed aside a pro-Mos- 
sadegh candidate for the post of 
bank supervisor and elected a 
stanch anti-Mossadegh man, who 
has never been installed.

WILSON’S abrupt and unex- 

pected promise to cut the 
monthly draft call from 23,000 
to 15,000 after a Korean truce 
left his manpower experts tear- 
ing their hair in desperation. It 
also forced House Armed Serv- 
ices Chairman Dewey Short of 
Missouri to come out a few days 
later in effect denying Wilson's 
statement. 


Wilson didn’t consult with his 
manpower experts before he 
held out false hope to the na- 
tion’s draft-age young men. His 
experts say there just isn’t go- 
ae to be any great draft reduc- 

on. 


Wilson’s promise not only 
would leave the armed services 
under strength, they point out, 
but would also slow down volun- 
tary enlistments. It is no secret 
that many men have been en- 
listing to beat the draft; so with 
out the draft boards breathing 
down their necks, enlistments 
would be sure to fall off. This 
would leave the armed forces 
all the more short of men. 


The manpower experts still 
hope to reduce the draft some- 
what after the truce by cutting 
out rotation, but so many men 
will be leaving the service this 
year that there are no prospects 
of easing the draft for another 
10 to 12 months. 


Meanwhile, the Air Force is 
so short of money that it can’t 
afford to take in 9600 R.O.T.C. 
graduates who are supposed to 
go on active duty this year. Un- 
der an agreement with Selective 
Service, these men were ex- 
empted from the draft on the 
condition that they would serve 
two years active duty after 
graduatién. 


However, the Air Force can- 
not afford the new second lieu- 
tenants without releasing 8000 
highly specialized reserve offi- 
cers. As a result, the Air Force 
has warned Wilson privately 
that the move would seriously 
cripple the Air Force’s combat 
capabilities.

Spontaneous Revolts. 


The revolts in Eastern Ger- 
many, the riots in Pilsen and 
eastern Slovakia, the peasant re- 
sistance in Hungary, have all 
been genuinely spontaneous. 
They have been responses to 
specific internal events—the in- 
crease in work norms in Ger- 
many, currency “reform” in 
Czechoslovakia, “reform” of the 
agricultural collectives in Hun- 
gary. 

In the German factories, to 
be sure, secret cells provided 
the leadership for the revolts in 
the Soviet zone. Yet they lacked 
any concerted plan, any arms, 
or any central direction, other 
than that provided by RIAS, the 
American radio station in Ber- 
lin. Secret cells also undoubt- 
edly exist in other satellite fac- 
tories. But as in Germany, such 
individual, unarmed, and frag- 
mented resistance groups can be 
quickly and easily crushed by 
the Red Army. 


Source of War Potential. 


The second fact follows from | 
the first. As long as the Red | 
Army holds eastern Europe, the | 
satellite states will continue to 
contribute very importantly to | 
the Soviet war potential. After | 
the war, the Soviets embarked 
on a program of ruthless satel- 
lite industrialization and exploi- 
tation. In cold hard terms of 
guns and steel, this program has | 
paid off handsomely. 

By 1952, the Soviets had 
whipped the satellites into near- 
ly doubling steel production— 
the best index of heavy indus- 
trial output—over prewar. By

Yet it is surely 
important to understand that the 
Red Army is the base on which 
the whole, artificial Soviet satel- 
lite structure rests 

The intelligence experts agree 
that if, by some miracle, the Red 
Army is ever withdrawn from 
the satellites, the Soviet empire 
will begin to crumble rapidly, 
from its western edges inward. 
The Germans have already dem- 
onstrated that the German pup- 
pet regime would not last a day 
without Soviet tanks and Soviet 
troops. This does not mean that 
the Red Army is going to be 
withdrawn in response to Ameri- 
can exhortation. Yet surely it 
does mean that we have far 
more freedom of movement in 
the cold war than our increas-

The Dulles Mission 


Secretary Dulles, accompanied by four Sena- 
tors representing both parties, flies to Korea 
shortly to open negotiations with Syngman 
Rhee. There is an unfortunate symbolism in the 
fact that Syngman Rhee is.not coming to Wash- 
ington, the way British and French leaders 
often do when matters of great moment are up 
for settlement. 

It does not really matter, of course, where the 
meeting is held. What matters is who emerges 
from this meeting with the decisive. voice in the 
formation of American policy. James Reston re- 
ports to The New York Times from Seoul that 
President Rhee has already gained what amounts 
to a veto on the American position to be taken 
at the forthcoming Far Eastern conference with 
the Communists and other interested powers. 
Mr. Reston may be overstating the case, but the 
crucial importance of Mr. Dulles’s negotiations 
with Rhee is obvious. 

The South Korean president has made it 
clear, both before and after the signing of the 
truce, that he does not expect the political con- 
ference to settle the Korean problem. He seems 
to regard as rather amusing naivete Secretary 
Dulles’s expressed faith that unification can be 
achieved in 90 days. 

. ° * 

Rhee has said in so many words that if events 
prove him right and Mr. Dulles wrong, he ur- 
gently desires to resume the fighting, with uni- 
fication by force as the object. Rhee is even im- 
plying to his people—falsely, as our own officials 
insist—that the United States has committed 
itself to join him in a renewal of hostilities. 

This commitment has not been made but the 
danger exists that so many other commitments 
may be made that the result may be the same 
in the end. Is Rhee going to have so much to 
say about American policy that it will be up to 
him, in effect, to decide whether the political 
conference succeeds or fails? 

An example of undue influence of this sort 
is Secretary Dulles’s newest statement against 
the admission of Communist China to the U.N. 
under virtually any circumstances. The truth is 
that circumstances conceivably might arise un- 
der which Secretary Dulles would be glad to 
get off the hook on this one—for example, if 
recognition of Peiping as the going government 
of the China mainland were part of a general 
Asiatic settlement, including an end to the Indo- 
chinese war, a satisfactory disposition of For- 
mosa and unification of Korea. 

. - * 

Instead of leaving the door open for such a 
possibility, Mr. Dulles has taken an unnecessar- 
ily rigid stand before the Far Eastern negotia- 
tions even begin. And he has taken it, quite evi- 
dently, as a gesture of appeasement toward 
Rhee and his backers in Congress—one of whom, 
Senator Knowland, will sit at the Secretary’s 
side in his dealings with Rhee. 

Co-ordination of American and South Korean 
policy is fine provided it does not mean that 
American policy is being dictated by Rhee. 
Those who have opposed the truce all along 
might be happy to see such a situation arise, 
but our long-run interests in Europe as well as 
Asia would be ill served by a diplomatic mar- 
riage with Rhee which cost us the support and 
friendship of Britain, France; India and other 
leaders of the U.N. 

If the Far Eastern conference is to have a 
chance of succeeding, its decisions must enlist 
the support of many nations, not just our own 
and the South Koreans’. 
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End of an Experiment 

Sale of the Federal Barge Lines to a St. Louis 
firm ends the 33-year demonstration by the Gov- 
ernment that water freight service could be pro- 
vided on the Mississippi, Missouri and certain 
other rivers. 

Not only did the Government operation open 
the eyes of private operators to the freight po- 
tential of the river; it also induced more than 
100 of them to enter the field, and this was the 
purpose of the lengthy experiment. On that ba- 
sis, the Government operation was a success. 

True, it has been a costly demonstration. From 
1939 through 1952 the system piled up losses 
totaling more than $9,000,000. Even so, this did 
not frighten the new owners, a wholly-owned 
subsidiary of the St. Louis Shipbuilding & Steel 
Co. Not only are they paying the highest price 
ever offered for the iine—$9,000,000—Dbut they 
have agreed to make adequate provision for less- 
than-carload shipments, and to solicit actively 
such business. Penalties are provided for viola- 
tions of these conditions of sale. 

This last ought to satisfy Senator Kefauver, 
who has raised questions as to whether small 
shippers who have been discriminated against 
by other lines would be protected. Federal 
Barge Lines has long since served its experi- 
mental purpose, and its transfer to private inter- 
ests has been too long delayed. 
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An Unmonumental Monument 

Was the idea of erecting a monument to Sen- 
ator McCarthy of Wisconsin worth $15,000? A 
Baltimore publicist who claims to have thought 
it up contends that it is. He is suing Temus R. 
Bright, a used car dealer now a Republican can- 
didate for Governor of Maryland, in that amount. 
Douglas Hall, the publicist, says the stunt was 
meant to publicize Bright’s “name, reputation, 
character and business,” and that the idea was 
“unusual and novel.” 

It looks a little doubtful that the idea is en- 
tirely as original as Mr. Hall makes out, if he 
means by “unusual and novel” that it had never 
occurred to anyone else, including Senator Mc- 
Carthy. How much good the stunt did to Mr. 
Bright’s name, reputation, character and business 
may be guessed at from the fact that several 
days after the monument was unveiled it was 
seen on a truck in the rear of the used car deal- 
er’s place of business. And if the publicist who 
now horns in on the publicity thinks it is going 
to enhance his standing as a thinker of great 
public-relational thoughts—why, that looks a 
little more doubtful still. 
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The Public Ignored 


The East Side bus drivers have scored an im- 
portant point in proposing that their wage dis- 
pute with East St. Louis City Lines be submitted 
to arbitration. Restoration of public transit serv- 
ice in that community of more than 80,000 is 
essential, and the union’s willingness to arbi- 
trate ought to have been snapped up by the 
company. 

Unhappily, however, the transit firm has 
turned down the drivers on the most dubious 
of grounds. According to Anthony E. Johnson 
of the federal conciliation service, East St. Louis 
City Lines does not want the issue settled by 
“outsiders.” Could it be that this approach has 
been suggested by the “outsiders” who control 
the firm—National City Lines of Chicago?

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Constitutional Detour 

Perhaps the most far-reaching bill in this 
Congress is one which passed the Senate with- 
out a rolicall and is now in the House Judiciary 
Committee. This is the so-called immunity bill, 
sponsored by Senator McCarran of Nevada, to 
grant immunity from prosecution to witnesses 
who testify before congressional committees. 
The purpose avowedly is to detour around the 
protection against self-incrimination established 
in the Fifth Amendment to the American Con- 
stitution. 

That congressional committees have found it 
annoying and at times frustrating for witnesses 
to employ their right to silence cannot of course 
be deni@d. Doubtless some guilty persons have 
hidden behind the historic guarantee that a 
man need not be his own accuser. 

But the solution is not to destroy the protec- 
tion because some may abuse it. Certajnly it is 
not to put the power of immunity into a com- 
mittee’s hands. North Carolina’s conservative 
Senator Hoey put the issue in a nutshell when 
he said: “I do not believe we should confer on 


any committee’ of Congress, the power to take“ 


away the rights which the Constitution gives to 
every individual and every citizen.” 

Why does the Fifth Amendment give the citi- 
zen the right to keep silent? Prof. John Walton 
Caughey, historian at the University of Califor- 
nia, explains it well in Frontier magazine: 

The American of 1787 had the principle 
of barring forcible extraction of incriminat- 
ing testimony as a heritage from England. 
In medieval times witnesses were forced to 
answer. If they were slow about it, there was 
no hesitancy about applying torture as » 
means of squeezing out a confession. This 
was the technique of the third degree ap- 
plied in open court and by the court. 


Similarly a committee of the New York Bar 
Association has issued a carefully documented 
report which strongly urges the retention of the 
constitutional provision against self-incrimina- 
tion. In a historical recital of the facts, this re- 
port goes back to Star Chamber days and shows 
how the battle for this guarantee was slowly 
and bitterly won. It points out also that 46 of 
the 48 states placed the same protection in their 
state constitutions and that the two others, New 
Jersey and Iowa, protect the right to silence by 
judicial decision. 

Senator Lehman of New York placed this im- 
portant report in the Congressional Record for 
July 24. It should be enough in itself to defeat 
the bill. Since this dangerous bill passed the 
Senate by voice vote and with only a few Sena- 
tors in the chamber, it is gréatly to the credit of 
10 Senators that they stood up in turn and de- 
clared that they would have voted against the 
bill had there been a roll call. 

These 10 Senators were: Hennings, Mo., Me- 
Clellan, Ark., Kerr, Okla., Lehman, N.Y., Cooper, 
Ky., Stennis, Miss. Magnuson and Jackson, 
Wash., Murray, Mont., and Hayden, Ariz. 

There should have been many more! 
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Until the Budget Is Balanced 


At least limited assurance that the Govern- 
ment will carry out its part in the development 
of the riverfront came when the House Admin- 
istration Committee agreed to send an authori- 
zation measure to the floor. This does not cover 
all the contemplated features of the National 
Expansion Memorial, and it provides that no 
appropriation shall be made until the federal 
budget is balanced. 

The latter provision may be a booby-trap. St. 
Louis certainly has not asked for federal money 
in the war and postwar years of inordinately 
high expenses. But must the community wait 
until the federal budget has been balanced to 
the last penny? That may be a long time, and 
a ‘time in which appropriations less justified 
than this one may be made. 

The matter still must be discussed on the 
House floor, and it is also pending in the 
Senate. So nothing has been decided finally. 
But while St. Louis is willing to show. con- 
sideration for federal finances, this ought not 
be made the ground for a pledge almost mean- 
ingless. 
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A Faculty Speaks Up 


In the wake of the ouster of Dr. George D. 
Stoddard from the presidency of the University 
of Illinois by the Board of Trustees, a remark- 
able demonstration of academic free speech is 
taking place at Urbana. The professors are speak- 
ing up, not afraid to have their say. 

The Post-Dispatch reported yesterday how 20 
out of 22 department heads or senior faculty 
members in the departments of the College of 
Liberal Arts and Sciences had spoken out strong- 
ly for Dr. Stoddard and against the dismissal. 
Now several have taken the other side. 

Donald L. Kemmerer, professor of economics, 
found Dr. Stoddard “irritating” and maintaining 
“poor relations with the faculty.” He concludes 
that the “patient” trustees, voted “no confi- 
dence” primarily “for reasons of poor adminis- 
tration.”” W. C. Robb, assistant dean of the Col- 
lege of Commerce, says “it was the best thing 
that has happened to the university in a long 
time.” Hirman T. Scovill, retiring head of the 
department of business organization and opera- 
tion, concludes that the Legislature had “lost 
confidence in the administration of the univer- 
sity.” 

These comments were much more than offset 
by the judgments of many other faculty mem- 
bers, as for example: 

Robert Downs, director of libraries: ‘‘Pres- 
ident Stoddard and Provost Griffith have 
been great educational leaders at Illinois. 
They have done much to keep the univer- 


sity library near the top among American 

university libraries.” 

Henry P. Rusk, dean emeritus of the Col- 
lege of Agriculture: “Stoddard will get out 
from under this cloud long before the uni- 
versity.” 

Bruce Weirick, professor of English: “In 
the manner of the dismissal, and in the 
judgment displayed in making it at all, the 
university has suffered a blow that ig truly 
alarming.” | 

Harry Tiebout, assistant professor of phi- 
losophy: “The action of those board mem- 

- bers was petty, vindictive, undignified, and 

I fear, extremely detrimental to the welfare 

of the university.” 

Ralph Bierstedt, who promptly resigned as 
associate professor of sociology: “I doubt if 
any man of intellectual distinction can be 
induced to succeed Dr. Stoddard in a situ- 
‘ation of subservience to an ex-football play- 
er with no awareness of the nature and 
meaning of a university.” 

Still others could be quoted. These views 
should be enough to make plain to people in I!- 
linois that great damage has n done to an 
educational institution of which they have been 
justly proud and in which they invest some

Whatever causes lay behind truce, timing is notable because of » 
signs of stress in Russian system, writer says; believes differences 
with Syngman Rhee can be solved; task now is not to forget 
Korea, but to help her recover as democratic doorstep to Asia.

The truce is here. Is it the “honor- 
able end” to the’ Korean war which 
President Eisenhower said he would 
try to find and which he hopes it is? 

Is it the tragic mistake, serving the 
ends of the Communists and fastening 
forever a divided nation upon the Ko- 
rean people, as President Rhee fears? 

Is it a pathway to peace in Asia, or 
is it a dead-end 
alley concealing 
more dangers than 
it resolves? 

At the moment 
it is easier to ask 
than to answer. But 
here is an attempt 
to provide part of 
the answers to 
some of the ques- 
tions which cannot 
fail to be wupper- 
most in the minds 
of all as the news 
of the signing of 
the truce, after 25 
months of hard and 
often interrupted negotiation, comes 
from Panmunjom. 

Q. Why are the Chinese Communists 
accepting the truce? 


A. The reasons usually attributed 
are that Russia is reluctant to keep up 


Syngman Rhee 


_ the flow of military supplies (which the 


Chinese are foreed to pay for), that 
Communist China wants to get on with 
its economic reconstruction, that the 
Chinese Communists are convinced 
they can impose more divisive peace 
problems upon the free world than the 
Korean fighting imposes divisive war 
problems. 


Numerous Washington officials have 
been convinced that the Chinese have 
eagerly wanted the truce for some 
time. They figure that,China by now 
has got all it could out of the war; that 
since there is no chance‘of conquering 
South Korea, it is better to pull out 
and expend its energies elsewhere— 
either to strengthen itself internally or 
to push out in another direction. 


Where Rhee and U.N. Differ 


Q@. When all incidental arguments 
are put aside, what are the central dif- 
ferences between President Rhee and 
the United Nations? 

A. Both agree that there is little 
prospect of uniting Korea by force of 
arms. Both agree that there is no 
guarantee and only a moderate hope 
that the Communists. will accept a 
united Korea by negotiation. 

In this bleak situation President 
Rhee considers continuing the fighting 
—for a united Korea—the least hope- 
less of all alternatives. 

We don't. 

President Rhee is willing to take the 
casualties which continuing or extend- 
ing the war would mean. 

We aren't. 

©. Seueee all factors, is the truce 
wise? 


A. Candidly, nobody is sure. The 
fact is that nobody in American public 
life is honestly advocating the meas- 
ures—almost unlimited military spend- 
ing, total mobilization, higher taxes or 
vastly increased debt, new inflation 
controls, etc.—which we would have to 
be ready to take if we set out to get a 
military decision in Korea, extending 
the war to whatever extent it might be 
necessary and risking World War ITI. 


Under these circumstances, the truce 
seems the only practical alternative. It 
is possible that the timing is better 
than could be humanly contrived. It 
comes when, inside Russia and inside 
its satellites, the Kremlin is suffering 
the most acute dissension and strife. 
It is possible that its internal strains 
are imposing upon Soviet policy a wish 
for peace which is not its normal state. 


The truce in Korea and the stresses 
and fissures within the Soviet world 
may well combine to make a negotiated 
Asian settlement attainable. The dom- 
inant view is that it is worth trying. 


$200,000,000 to Aid Korea 


Q@. Do President Rhee’s attacks on 
the truce and his refusal to sign mean 
that the United States is tied to any 
wild .initiative which he might under- 
take by himself? 

A. No, it’s not that bad. We will not 
support Mr. Rhee in any violation of 
the truce terms or any aggression on 
North Korea. He has promised not to 
obstruct the truce for at least six 
months. We believe the danger of 
South Korean violation of the truce in 
six months will not be great. 

Q. Will the United States lose in- 
terest in Korea once the fighting is 
stopped? 

A. There is no evidence that we will. 
We won't unless we lose sight of our 
own best interests. Last weekend Presi- 
dent Eisenhower asked Congress to 
earmark $200,000,000 as a first install- 
ment toward the economic reconstruc- 


‘tion of Korea. 


Obviously some of the savings in 
military outlay which the truce makes 
possible should be instantly channeled 
into rehabilitation, and the sooner the 
better. The devastation to Korea ex- 
ceeds our capacity to imagine it—not 
only the vast and horrible — 
destruction, but millions of Koreans 
have been uprooted and hundreds of 
thousands of children have been 
orphaned. 


The quick action to deal with these 
economic problems, even before the ink 
is dry on the truce, is the best assur- 
ance that America is Korea’s ally in 
peace as well as in war. 

Few things could serve the free world 
more than to have in Korea a healed 
and reconstructed nation, a strong, 
peace-serving, dynamic democracy—to 
which Mr. Rhee will have to contribute 
some reforms—on the doorstep of Com- 
munist tyranny, in Asia.

Between Book Ends 


Malenkov—Man of Peace? 
RUSSIA: WHAT NEXT?, by Isaac Deutscher. (On- 
ford University Press, 230 pqs., $3.) 

Isaac Deutscher’s optimistic analysis 
is the second important book to appear 
as a result of Stalin’s death. The first 
was Martin Ebon’s biography of Malen- 
kov, pessimistic in tone and distrustful 
of Russian “peace” proposals. 


Deutscher, however, thinks Malenkov 
has long headed a Kremlin peace party, 
will be obliged to increase production 
of consumer goods and will give the 
people a better break. 

He thinks we should meet him half- 
way, since a military dictatorship for 
Malenkov is the main alternative. 

The author’s background is impor- 
tant. In 1932, he was expelled from 
the Polish Communist party and later 
went to London, 
where he became a 
journalist and his- 
torian. His 1949 
biography of Stalin 
was acclaimed by 
many reviewers, 
though criticized by 
a few as an apology 
for the late Red 
Dictator. As a staff 
member of the anti- 
Communist Econ- 
omist, a reputable 
British magazine. 
Deutscher should 
be a reliable writer. 

When Deutscher 
refers to democracy, it is the “demo- 
cratic dictatorship” of Lenin, not the 
democracy of Abraham Lincoln. His 
determinism gives him an insight into 
Russian policies, but it also colors his 
views, which are influenced by the his- 
torical materialism of the philosopher 
Plekhanov, founder of Russian Marxism. 
This outlook tends to consider social 
conditions, and changes, as inevitable. 


The author slights the fairly strohg 
chances for a genuine democracy in 
Russia that existed at the time of the 
1917 revolution. Also, the more mod- 
erate right-wing Communist alternatives 
to Stalinism in the '20s and '30s are 
ignored. The autocracy, terror and sup- 
pression of Stalinism are held to have 
been necessary reactions to Lenin. 
Malenkov, in reacting to Stalinism, 
should be more moderate, but only 
because the heavy hand of Stalin indus- 
trialized once-backward Russia in such 
a short time. 


The author is “sold” on the collectiv- 
ization of the peasants, since it reduced 
the number of farm workers. Most 
observers, however, consider the peas- 
ant a vulnerable spot of the Russian re- 
gime. Also, Deutscher’s limiting the 
number of forced labor slaves to 4,000,- 
000 and his somewhat hopeful estimate 
of the welfare of the average Russian 
will arouse controversy. 


It seems certain that Deutscher is 
wrong in saying Stalin believed in a 
policy of “self-containment” for Russia 
but was forced into expansion by events 
and that Mao Tse-tung disregarded 
Stalin’s plans in conquering China. 

The author's theorizing about person- 
al conflicts within the Kremlin is large- 
ly guesswork, but recent events tend 
to substantiate some of his long-range 
prophecies. 

However, the reported uncovering, 
after this book was published, of 
stepped-up Communist spying in Mexico 
suggests a an policy he overlooks

Casualties the Alternative. 


Those who talk about the in- 
evitability of this change do so 
with a sense of foreboding and 
even defeat.

It 
should be broken in real small 
hunks. Heap the shrimp on this 
nest of lettuce. Surround it any 
way you want to with the other 
ingredients and cover the works 
with the dressing. 
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HE avocado is a natural com- 

bined with sea food. It’s a 

good summer time item, too, 
because it is not only good to 
the taste, but contains a lot of 
nourishment. Try this on a hot 
day: 

Cut an umpeeled avocado in 
half and remove the seed. Cut 
up a cup of cooked, shelled 
shrimp in small pieces and mix 
it with a-third of a cup of 
mayonnaise.

“The Bigger They Come, the 
Harder They Fall.” 


HIS is the way Bob Fitz- 
T simmons put it, just before 

his entrance into the ring 
with James Jeffries, on July 
25, 1902 — “The bigger they 
come, the harder they fall.” 
Fitzsimmons lost the bout. 


Whether the pugilist kneW it 
or not, he rephrased a saying 
of at least 500 years in English 
speech and of 1500 years among 
the gems of philosophical 
thought. 

About 1430, John Lydgate, the 
English poet, wrote, “Who climb- 
eth highest, most dreadful is 
his fall.” (A more accurate doc- 
umentation renders this, ““Who 
sitteth nighest, most like to fall 
soon!”). And in the interval be- 
tween then and now, writers of 
every sort have found it useful, 
and the compilers of proverbs 
for the past 300 years have 
listed it in only slightly dif- 
ferent words. 


Actually, its author was a Lat- 
in poet, Claudian, who flourished 
in the fourth century of the 
Christian era. He wrote as fol- 
lows: “They are raised on high 
that they may be dashed to 
pieces with a greater fall.”

Paint on Smooth Surfaces. 


ROM time to time we've told 
you that paint won't stick 

well to a dirty surface and 
it won't stick for very long to 
one that is damp. You may be 
interested in knowing that paint 
also won't stick very well to a 
very smooth surface for the sim- 
ple reason that it just doesn’t 
have anything to grip. 

A typical smooth surface about 
the house that you may want to 
repaint is one coated with en- 
amel or varnish, Both these 
finishes dry out very smooth 
and if paint is applied over them 
the paint is likely to chip off 
quite easily if bumped. What 
you must do then before you 
apply the paint is to roughen 
up the surface. This can be 
done by going over it with fine 
steel wool or No. 0 sandpaper. 
Wiping the surface with a paint 
cleaner or turpentine will also 
do the trick.

ceramic or clay tile. Sometimes 
people decide to change the 
color of these tile and the nat-

I do not remember the 
two older children having manifested such a great interest 
in this subject. At irregular periods, sometimes skipping 
several days, he will ask us our ages; then which one of 
the family will die first; how old he will be when the rest 
of us are in heaven; how he will find us ‘up there,’ etc.

“HIS RELIGIOUS TRAINING has been informal and his 
attendance at Sunday School very light. He also has stated 
that he has told five (or three or seven) lies and will God 
punish him? Also questions us about his older brother 
going into the service in a few years and what would we 
do if he were killed. 

“I know of no one who has ever discussed punishment 
in the hereafter in his presence. A close neighbor was 
killed in an accident six months ago and he knew of this. 
His teachers, in two years of nursery school, and his first 
grade teacher, consider him a ‘normal’ boy, who acts like 
an older boy in group play, which could be due to older 
brothers.

Machine Age Comes to Public:Library 


Backstage Operations Streamlined by Push-Button Microfilm Machine for Checking Out Books 


By Mary Kimbrough 


FTER nearly a century of 
A cnecking out books by hand, 

the St. Louis Public Library 
has succumbed to the lure of 
the machine age. Push-button 
photography has taken over, 

So far, it is being tried out 
only at the main library at Thir- 
teenth and Olive streets. With 
its introduction has disappeared 
the cumbersome and antiquated 
procedure of asking the borrow- 
er to write his own library card 
number on the book title card 
and waiting for both to be 
stamped by hand. Now, it’s all 
done with the single: press of a 
button on a microfilm machine. 

For the library, it means 
streamlining the backstage oper- 
ations that the casual borrower 
never sees. Formerly, the circu- 
lation and open shelf depart- 
ments and the Readers’ Advisory 
Service operated independently, 
checking out their own books 
and accepting them again on the 
due date. Under the new sys- 
tem, all books will be checked 
out at the same source—the 

now is located on the 
large desk in the central lobby. 
But browsers will still be wel- 
come in the big open shelf room 
north of the main lobby, and 
the Readers’ Advisory Service 
will continue to ald patrons in 
their book selections. 

“It’s a matter of freeing pro- 
fessional staff members for the 
important assignment of ad- 
vising patrons, while the ma- 
chine does a lot ot the work 
they formerly did,” said Libra- 
rian Louis M. Nourse. “We feel 
the professionally trained per- 
son should be available to talk 
with anyone who needs help in 
locating material.” 

Under the old system, this was 
the route of book to borrower 
and back to the shelves: 

1. The borrower wrote his li- 
brary card number on the per- 
manent book title card—a white 
card kept in the book pocket 
while it is on the shelf—and 
gave both, along with the book, 
to the assistant to be hand 
stamped. 

2. She gave him his own li- 
brary card, but retained the 
permanent book title card as a 
key to his identity. 

3. When the book was re- 
turned, it was necessary for 
staff members to find its card 
in the files before it could be 
reshelved for the next customer. 
And that’s what caused the back- 
stage bottlenecks as books wait- 
ed their turn to be processed 
and reshelved. 

“We would have hundreds 
and hundreds of books, stacked 
on trays and trucks back of the 
receiving desk, waiting to be 
processed under the old sys- 
tem,” said Miss Elizabeth Sum- 
mersby, Circulation Department 
head, “It meant that the next 
reader had to wait that much 
longer for the book. 

“Sometimes, the book couldn't 
be reshelved for as long as 24 
hours. Now, it’s back in the 
stacks in the time it takes a 
messenger to go from the desk 
to the proper shelf.” 

Here are the simple steps in 
the new streamlined system: 

1. The borrower takes his own 
book and his own library card 
to the machine where an assist- 
ant with one press of a double 
set of buttons simultaneously 
photographs on microfilm the 
borrower's name and address 
from his card, the title of the 
book from the permanent title 
card, and a special date due 
transaction card. All three are 
placed in the pocket of the book 
and taken home by the bor- 
rower, but the photograph has 
become a permanent record. 

2. When the book is réturned, 
it can be placed immediately on 
the shelf, as it is no longer 
necessary to rematch it with the 
title card. 

3. But this doesn’t help the 
lazy patron who forgets to bring 
his book back on time. His 
name, address and library card 
number can be placed on a 
viewer after the microfilm is 
developed, and the book-detec- 
tives whose job it is to gather 
in the strays can send out their 
tracer cards. 

“If everyone were perfect and 
there were never any overdue 
books, we wouldn't even need 
a machine,” said Nourse.

“Of course, we can’t buy every- 
thing, so we try to select only 
the best. However, we make 
no attempt to censor books be- 
cause of their contents because 
we believe firmly in the prin- 
ciple of freedom of thought. 


“We stand behind the mani- 
festo approved last month by 
the American Library Associa- 
tion which declares in part that 
‘the power of a democratic sys- 
tem to adapt to change is vastly 
strengthened by the freedom 
of its citizens to choose widely 
from among conflicting opin- 
ions offered freely to them,’ and 
that ‘it is in the public interest 
for publishers and librarians to 
make available the widest diver- 
sity of views and expressions, 
including those which are un- 
orthodox or unpopular with the 
majority.’ ”’ 

Unlike Hollywood, which looks 
on television as a monster 
threatening its existence, Nourse 
believes TV has helped the read- 
ing habits of St. Louis, despite 
a slight decrease in circulation 
figures’ from 1952 to 1953. 


“We realize that everyone 
neglects his reading when he 
first buys a television set and 
wants to see every program, but 
as he becomes accustomed to 
it, he discriminates in his choice 
of programs, and that’s when he 
returns to the library,” he said. 


“We think TV has stimulated 
research and study into various 
fields just as the rash of quiz 
programs used to send people 
into the library reference room 
or to their telephones with a 
question. 

“A lot of libraries throughout 
the country refused to answer 
quiz questions because they 
thought they were a waste of 
time. We have never refused 
to look up an answer to a ques- 
tion because we thought it was 
unimportant. Who are we to say 
whether it’s important to the 
patron or not? 

“But the best thing about it 
is that the people who came to 
ask quiz questions-have stayed 
to read.”

Dummy played 
low, East put in the eight and 
South won. With a heart trick to 
lose, declarer saw that his best 
chance for the contract was the 
club finesse; he could then get 
rid of a spade from the board, 
and he would not have to ruff 
so many cards in dummy. So 
he cashed three rounds of 
trumps, ending with the queen, 
and took the club finesse to the 
jatk. He then cashed the ace 
and kings of clubs, discarding a 
spade from the board. Next, he 
cashed the spade ace and ruffed 
a spade—but he was approach- 
ing his doom. When, of neces- 
sity, he led a low heart from 
the table, East won and then 
had a safe exit play in his club 
queen. Dummy could ruff, but 
there were still two losing 
hearts in dummy, and only one 
trump in the closed hand. 

South missed a clear opportu- 
nity. When it became evident 
that East had started with four 
clubs—incidentally, East might 
have camouflaged his club hold- 
ing by @ropping the queen on 
the third round — declarer 
should have cashed the spade 
ace and ruffed a club, not a 
spade.
